Baker said the chart “ sup­ 
ports the decision by President 
Nixon for deployment of the 
ABM system.” 


But Symington said it show's 
that the ABM is not worth its 
large cost. “ If the chart were 
declassified,” he said, “ it would 
show' the relatively few addi­ 
tional missiles needed to over­ 
come the Safeguard.” 


He inserted into the Congres­ 
sional Record a letter to the 
New York Times by Stanford

if Safeguard worked perfectly.” 
Laird has 
argued

danger -of a Soviet first strike 
with SS9s about 1975 is a major 
reason why Safeguard should be

Burger Wins 


Confirmation 


’n 74-3 Vote

W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
Senate, moving with polished ef­ 
ficiency against a tiny, ineffec­ 
tual group of dissenters, has 
overwhelmingly confirmed W ar­ 
ren E. Burger to be the nation’s 
15th chief justice. 
After the few vocal critics 
failed to win a delay Monday, 
the Senate by a 74-3 vote put its 
stamp of approval on the 61- 
year-old Burger, nominated by 
President Nixon to succeed Earl 
Warren, who retires later this 
month. 


The dissenters claimed con­ 
sideration 
of 
the 
nomination 
should have been prolonged in 
order to hold a more- careful 
and extensive look into the ap­ 
pointment, particularly in view 
of the Abe Fortas affair. 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
asked at one point during the 
rambling 
three-hour 
debate. 
“ Why vote today?” When Sen. 
Jam es 
O. 
Eastland, 
D-Miss., 
said there had been nearly no 
opposition to the appointment, 
Fulbright 
retorted: 
“ There 
wasn’t any opposition to Fortas, 
either.” 


The Arkansas senator said he 
knew' of no reason to oppose 
Burger, a 14-year veteran of the 
federal Court of Appeals, but he 
thought the Fortas incident de­ 
manded a close look at any new 
Supreme Court appointment. 
Fortas’ 1965 nomination to the 
court went through the Senate 
in a fashion similar to the dis­ 
patch of the Burger appoint­ 
ment, although his selection last 
year to be chief justice fell short 
in a flap over his financial deal­ 
ings, among other tilings. 
The 
Burger 
success 
leaves 
Nixon with another court posi­ 
tion to fill—the seat left vacant 
by 
Fortas’ 
resignation. 
The 
President has indicated he will 
move quickly to bring the high 
court to full strength. 
Most of the appointment sup­ 
porters pointed to Burger as a 
tough man on law violators who 
won’t go along with the activist 
and social-liberal nature of the 
court under Warren. 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy, D- 
Minn., said he voted no “ for 
reasons somewhat personal and 
political.” Burger, a former Re-

j Smith announced his resigna- 
; tiun today. He will become pres­ 
ident of Lawrence University in 
Appleton, Wis. lie had been on 
the OU staff 17 years. 
The resignation becomes effec­ 
tive Aug. 15 when he will as­ 
sume his new duties at Law 
rence. 
Dr. Smith was named OU pro­ 
vost in 1967 after having been 
vice president for academic af­ 
fairs dating from 1962. He join­ 
ed the faculty in 1952 and in 
1961 served as assistant to the 
president. 
Dr. Smith said his decision to 
leave 
had 
been 
made 
after 
much 
deliberation.

Garrison Cities 


In U.S. Future, 
Report Warns 


W A S H I N G T O N (A P ) — 
America will develop into a so­ 
ciety of garrison cities unless it 
commits itself to missive politi­ 
cal and social reform, a new 
study warned today. 
“ A democratic society cannot 
depend upon force as its recur­ 
rent 
answer 
to 
long-standing 
and 
legitimate 
grievances,” 
says a staff report on “ The Poli­ 
tics of Protest” made to the Na­ 
tional 
Commission 
on 
the 
Causes and Prevention of Vio­ 
lence. 
The commission, set up in the 
hours after the shooting of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy last year, 
has published previous studies 
on 
“ Violence 
in 
America,” 
“ Firearm s 
and 
Violence 
in 
American Life” and investiga­ 
tive reports on civil disturb­ 
ances in Chicago. Miami, Cleve­ 
land and Washington. 
“ This nation cannot have it 
both ways,” the new study con­ 
cluded. 
“ Either it will 
carry 
through a firm commitment to 
massive and widespread politi­ 
cal and social reform, or It will 
develop into a societv of garri­ 
son cities where order Is en­ 
forced wthiout due process of 
law and without consent of the 
governed.” 
The studv was directed by Je ­ 
rome I! Skolnick. a professor of 
sociologv at the University of 
California. San Diego. 
“ Many commentators contin­ 
ue to write as if domestic politi­ 
cal violence were a ereation of 
the 1960s, as if the past had 
nothing to say to the present,” 
the study says, citing numerous 
me.pr revolts. “ The moral is 
not that America is a ‘sick so­ 
ciety’ but that like all other so­ 
cieties it has to confront the old­ 
est 
problem 
of 
polities—the 
problem 
of 
the 
non-violent 
transfer of power.” 


Doves such as Sen. John Sher­ 
man Cooper, R K y , and hawks 
such as Sen. John Sparkman, 
I)-Ala., are almost unanimous in 
hoping that President Nixon’s 
decision to pull back 25.000 U.S. 
troops is only the beginning. 
“ Escalation,” 
once 
a 
dirty 
word to Vietnam doves because 
it meant increased U.S. involve­ 
ment in the war, is now taking 
on a new use. Both hawks and 
doves speak of “ escalation” of 
troop withdrawals. 
Sparkman, consistently a sup 
porter of w ar policies, said he 
was disappointed that at least 
50.000 
U.S. 
troops 
were 
not 
going to be moved out of the 
war area. 
“ But if the situation works 
out, perhaps we can escalate 
the withdrawals, just as the in­ 
put of troops was escalated,” he 
said. 
The Alabama senator, a sen­ 
ior member of the Foreign Re­ 
lations 
Committee, 
said 
anv 
such withdrawals would have to 
depend on whether there was 
any response from Hanoi. 
Cooper, lone a dove, said In a 
separate interview he hopes for 
such a response which might 
lead to progress in the Paris ne­ 
gotiations. 
“ But if there is no such re­ 
sponse. we should continue to 
arm the South Vietnamese and 
by stages withdraw all of our 
troops,” he said. 
Sen. John G. Tower. R-Tex., 
found 
reason to believe that 
what he said is the growing mil­ 
itary 
capability 
of 
Saigon’s 
trnons will “ enable us to make 
significant 
reductions 
in 
the 
numbers of American troops in 
South Vietnam without down­ 
grading our m ilitan' posture or 
sacrificing our military initia­ 
tive.”

SAIGON (A P ) — Nearly 400 
Viet 
Cong 
and 
North 
Viet­ 
namese were killed in heavy 
ground fighting Monday after a 
brief lull in the Vietnam war, 
military spokesmen reported to­ 
day. 


The 5th Marine Regiment re­ 
ported killing 186 North Viet­ 
namese soldiers in a two-day 
battle 22 miles southwest of Da 
Nang, and the U.S. Command 
said 137 enemy troops 
were 
killed in fourth other clashes in­ 
volving American forces. South 
V i e t n a m e s e 
headquarters 
claimed 70 enemy killed in two 
fights in Tay Ninh Province. 


American 
losses 
were 
18 
killed and 95 wounded. Six Sai­ 
gon government troops were re­ 
ported killed, 
and 
16 
were 
wounded. 


A Marine spokesman at Da 
Nang said 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops attacked a platoon of the 
5th Regiment Sunday night, “ we 
called in artillery, and then the 
big battle started.” 


Heavy air strikes and artil­ 
lery 
pounded 
fortified enemy 
positions during the night, and 
about 
500 
Marines 
attacked 
Monday morning. 


The fighting raged on the out­ 
skirts of An Hoa, the Marines’ 
regimental 
headquarters, 
and 
through the rich lowlands rice 
area until 3 o’clock this morn­ 
ing. 


“ Traditionally, since 1965, the 
enemy has been putting pres­ 
sure on this 
area,” a Marine 
spokesman said.

Monday just as a presidential 
commission issued a report on 
campus violence which recom­

from 
schools that fail to control disor­ 
ders. 


The National Commission on 
the Causes and Prevention of 
Violence said existing laws al­ 
ready withdraw aid from stu­ 
dents who engage in disruptive 
acts, and “ additional law's along 
the same lines would not accom­ 
plish any useful purpose." 


Backers of the new House 
measure are led by Reps. John 
N. Erlenborn, R-I1L, and Edith 
Green, 
an 
Oregon 
Democrat 
who 
headed 
a 
subcommittee* 
that could not reach agreement 
on any bill to clamp down on 
schools which fail to control dis­ 
turbances. 
The new bill is described as a 
compromise between backers of 
plans to shut off funds to any 
college which is disrupted by a 
demonstration 
and those who 
oppose any congressional action j 
at all. 
It would require universities 
applying for federal funds to file 
a certificate showing that—after 
consultation 
with 
administra­ 
tors, 
faculty 
and 
students—a 
code of conduct with rules and

The study was directed by Je 
rome II. Skolnick. a professor of 
sociology at the University of 
California. San Diego. 
“ Many commentators contin 
ue lo write as if domestic politi 
cal violence were a creation of 
the 1960s, as if the past hat 
nothing to say to the present,’ 
the study says, citing numerous 
major revolts.

The principle concerns the ox­ 
ygenation of the blood, or, intro- 
eventual damage is done after 
ducing oxygen and removing 
carbon dioxide. 
Presently, the circulation of 
the blood outside the body dur­ 
ing surgery is limited because 
eventual damage is done after 
several hours. 
The new process, described 
by a team from the Cleveland 
Clinic, brings the blood into gen­ 
tle contact with a liquid that has 
a high capacity for carrying ox­ 
ygen. 
Processes employed now have 
oxygen passing through a thin 
membrane, or, oxygen being 
bubbled directly into the blood.

Monthly pay ­ 
roll em ploy m ent increases hav e 
av eraged 100,000 in the Febru - 
ary -M ay period, in contrast to 
325,000 ov er the Septem ber-Feb 
ru ary period,” it said. 
“ The recent slowing down has 
occu red mainly in the goods- 
produ cing sector; em ploy m ent 
in the serv ice sector has tx mtin 
u ed to rise, althou gh at a less 
rapid pace than in the earlier 
period,” the report said. 
Howard Stam bler, chief em

NEW YORK (AP) — Major

A 
series of rate increases, usually 
one-fourth or one-half of a per 
cent at a time, had occurred be 
tween December and March. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
has taken a number of steps to 
make it more expensive and 
more difficult for banks to bor 
row money.

By raising the prime rate 
banks can afford to pay more 
for the money they borrow.

“ Monthly payroll employment 
has slowed considerably in the 
past three months. Monthly pay­ 
roll employment increases have 
averaged 100,000 in the Febru 
ary-May period, in contrast to 
325,000 over the September-Feb 
m ary period,” it said. 
“The recent slowing down has 
occured mainly in the goods 
producing sector; employment 
in the service sector has contin 
ued to rise, although at a less 
rapid pace than in the earlier 
period,” the report said. 
Howard Stammer, chief em 
ployment analyst of the bureau, 
said the slackening in the rate 
of employment growth probably 
reflected efforts by the Nixon 
administration to slow the econ 
omy in -order to ease inflation 
ary pressures.

U.S. Experts Not Certain 
Red 'Shotgun Missile' Works 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ob- 
sensation of a series of Soviet 
missile tests in the Pacific has 
left Pentagon experts uncertain 
whether the Russians now have 
multiple warheads which can be 
steered to separate targets. 
American ships stationed in 
Russia’s Pacific testing area 
have watched three or four ex­ 
tended range test shots of the 
giant SS9 intercontinental ballis­ 
tic missile since April. 
A study of telemetry and oth­ 
er data gathered by the observ­ 
ing U.S. vessels has been incon 
elusive as to whether the So 
viets have multiple warheads 
which they fire in clusters, or 
whether they have mastered the 
technology of separately target­

sources say. 
Opinion thus is divided, a1 
though there is general agree 
ment that at a minimum, the 
Soviets have been testing multi­ 
ple warheads with sufficient dis­ 
persion to threaten knockout of 
individual Minuteman missile 
sites in the United States.

Ohio Syndicalism 


Law Is Voided 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Throw­ 
ing out Ohio’s criminal syndi­ 
calism law', the Supreme Court 
held unanimously today that a 
man cannot be punished for 
what he says unless his words 
are designed to incite lawless­ 
ness. 
A law which fails to draw a 
distinction 
between 
teaching 
force and violence and preDar- 
ing a group for violent action- 
“impermissibly intrudes upon 
the freedoms guaranteed by the 
First and Fourteenth Amend­ 
ments,” the court said in an un­ 
signed opinion. 
The ruling reversed the con­ 
viction of Garence Branden- 
berg. a Ku Klux {Clansman from 
Cincinnati, who participated in 
a televised Elan rally in 1964 on 
a farm in Hamilton County. He 
had been sentenced to one to IO 
years in prison and fined 51,000 
Parts of the rally were broad­ 
cast on a local station in Cincin 
nati and eventually on a nation 
a1 network.

showed that Brandenberg had 
invited a television reporter to 
attend the Tally and introduced 
testimony identifying Branden- 
berg as a speaker at the rally.
